Your 
youngsters will probably go on 
to college and the high costs of 
college today are a major concern 
to many families. The old joke 
about the father planning his 
son’s college education the day 
the baby is born is no longer a 
joke. That father is a wise man! 
Despite high tuition costs, edu- 
cating one or several children can 


be accomplished with less of a 
strain if planning is started early. 


L addition to the savings you 
will have accumulated by the 
time your child is ready for col- 
lege, there are other means of 
providing help to defray the 


mounting cost of higher educa- 
tion. While more and more schol- 
arships are available to today’s 
students, the spiraling number of 
students has made increased com- 
petition. Usually, costlier private 
colleges award more and higher 
scholarships than the state uni- 
versities, but it is very rare for 
even generously-endowed private 
universities to grant scholarships 
which cover all expenses. 


pee those offered by col- 
leges, other sources of scholarships 
are those made available by pri- 
vate organizations (such as clubs 
or business firms) and profession- 
al associations which offer help 
to students interested in spe- 
cific fields. Two sources of in- 
formation on scholarships which 
are probably available at your 
library are Lovejoy’s ‘“Scholar- 
ship Guide” and Hawes’ “New 
American Guide.”

college bound student is an edu- 
cational loan. Some of these loans 
are the U.S. Defense Act Loans 
financed jointly by the Federal 
Government and college, direct 
loans made by the college or pri- 
vately - sponsored educational 
loans. While repayments on these 
loans may vary from 3 years to 
10 years following graduation, it 
is advisable not to incur heavy 
debts which the graduate will 
have to meet. 


Dose of possible income to 


defray tuition costs is the part- 
time and summertime work a stu- 
dent can get. However, as in the 
case of scholarships, with steadily 
increasing numbers of students 
the part-time work at college is 


not as available as it was some 
15-20 years ago and with pressure 
exerted by increasing study loads, 
today’s student finds it even more 
difficult to fit in part-time work. 
However, many families can count 
on partial relief of up to $300- 
$400 a year from summertime 
jobs and a like amount from 
school time jobs of 12-15 hours 
a week, particularly after the first 
year of college. 


LL 4 years at a private college 
or state university are out of the 


question, you might consider 
nearby Rio Hondo Jr. College. 
Just opened, Rio Hondo Jr. Col- 
lege already has a total registra- 
tion of over 6,000, including day 
and evening classes. This fine Jr. 
college can considerably lessen 
costs for the first 2 years and 
offers both transfer programs or 
terminal type professional and 
vocational courses. 


I. sum up, our concerned 


father of 2, 3 or more children has 


many avenues of help open to him 
for his children’s education. But 
the most sound and sure way to 
make strides in preparing for that 
education is to open and regu- 
larly add to a savings account for 
each child.

Down the Salmon

Easygoing Summer is over. 
Fall brings stepped up activities, 
school bells, hearty meals and 
we can hear windows close all 
over town! Evening chill prompts 
us to light a log in the fireplace 
for a cozy evening at home and 
we often invite neighbors in to 
swap stories over the summer past

Although summer and vacation 
time are many months away, it is 
often at this time of year that we 
tentatively lay plans for the next 
vacation as we exchange trip 
anecdotes, sing the praises of the 
comfortable mountain cabin we 
rented or the spectacular part of 
the country we visited. In the 
first of a series of vacation ideas 
for Summer 767, Locale presents 
a trip down the Middle Fork of 
the Salmon River... a river 
rendezvous that has attracted the 
sportsman and the adventurer 
for many years. 

Man has always enjoyed the 
challenge of pitting himself 
against nature — whether it is a 
mountain to climb, a world be- 
neath the sea to explore or a 
treacherous river to navigate. Cer- 
tainly one of this country’s most 
exciting — and exacting — rivers 
is Idaho’s Middle Fork of the 
Salmon, 100 miles of turbulent 
downhill water that ends at an 
elevation 3,000 feet lower than 
its origin! 

Fed from the snowmelt trick- 
ling down from the Sawtooth 
Mountains, this ‘River of No Re- 
turn” got its colorful name from 
early mining days when supplies 
were sent by raft down river but 
these same swift currents pre- 
vented return of the rafts. One 
exception to the rule of no return 
is the fantastic journey the fa- 
mous salmon make as they fight 
their way back from the Pacific 
Ocean—sometimes over 900 miles 
—to their spawning beds.

Led by a 
master mountain man and guide, 
Prince Helfrich of Oregon, a group 
of business and professional men 
(including 3 from Southern Cali- 
fornia), tested their strength and 
courage against water falls and 
rapids in 6 plywood boats and 2 
rafts . . . and on the voyage saw 
some of Idaho’s spectacular 
mountains and canyons, abun- 
dant wildlife and wild flowers, 
and enjoyed superb trout fishing 
in the quiet pools.
